Ambulance  Services. — Ambulance  services  are  provided  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946.  An  Ambulance  Station  to  cover  the  needs 
of  the  Rural  District  is  established  in  Standish  and  the  service  is  quite 
satisfactory. 

Home  Nursing. — Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  home  nursing  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Lan¬ 
cashire  County  Council. 

Meals  on  Wheels  Service. — A  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  is  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  Parbold  and  Appley  Bridge  areas  for  the  elderly  people 
who  cannot  easily  prepare  a  mid-day  meal  for  themselves.  This  service 
was  commenced  on  7th  September,  1965. 

Laboratory  Facilities. — Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  at  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  and  chemical  analyses  by  the 
County  Analyst,  Preston,  These  arrangements  are  satisfactory.

Water  Supply.— The  Makerfield  Water  Board  are  now  the 
Statutory  Undertakers  for  the  Wigan  Rural  District.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING — -Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Fourteen  men,  including  two  drivers,  are  employed  in  collection 
work.  An  eight-day  refuse  collection  service  is  operated  throughout 
the  Council’s  District,  where  formerly  there  was  a  seven-day  collection 
for  part  of  the  District  and  a  fourteen-day  collection  in  the  outlying 
area.  Two  Dennis  Paxit  Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  are  engaged  full¬ 
time  and  one  Karrier  Dual-Tip  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  is  engaged 
part-time  on  this  work.  The  disposable  sack  system  is  in  operation 
throughout  the  Council’s  area,  and  has  improved  the  hygiene  of  refuse 
collection. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Dalton. 
CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

A  Cesspool  Emptying  Vehicle  is  used  for  the  cleansing  and 
desludging  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  and  no  charge  is  made  for 
this  service.

The  built-up  areas  of  the  Rural  District  are  sewered  together 
with  large  rural  areas. 

The  Wigan  Road  and  Crooke  areas  of  Shevington  are  to  be 
sewered  as  soon  as  possible. 

RIVERS  (PREVENTION  OF  POLLUTION)  ACT,  1961. 

With  the  extension  of  main  drainage  facilities  and  the  abolition 
of  numerous  septic  tanks,  streams  and  ditches  continue  to  show 
improvement  in  cleanliness  and  very  few  instances  of  pollution  by 
septic  tanks  now  exist.
